A quick-thinking lollipop man sprung into action 
to pull a pupil to safety as a van sped down St An¬ 
drews Road. 

His lightning fast reactions narrowly avoided a 
terrible accident but teachers are growing increas¬ 
ingly concerned that reckless drivers are posing a 


real danger to children walking to and from school. 

“This is not the first time driving on this road has 
been so dangerous and once again the school ap¬ 
peals to all drivers to be aware of children crossing 
this busy road,” said Debbie Brown, headteacher 
at Bridport Primary School. 

“It is not beyond anyone’s ability to slow down 
for a few moments to allow youngsters to cross 
safely. 

“Have we really got to the point where a child’s 
life is less important than arriving somewhere a

Long-serving school lollipop man Kevin Robin¬ 
son stepped in to save the day on Friday morning 
as the van failed to stop at the crossing on St An¬ 
drews Road. 

Witnesses said the driver had braked but could 
not stop in time, continuing on as Mr Robinson 
moved quickly to push the reception class pupil to 
safety using his lollipop stick. 

The school said the boy and his mother were left 
“incredibly shaken” by the near miss and that they 
both spoke to a family support worker later that 
day. 

Mrs Brown said: “Kevin was unhurt but thank 
goodness for his quick response to a situation that 
witnesses said would have been quite horrific if he 
hadn’t been so observant. 

“A school community member saw the whole 
thing and concluded that Kevin deserved a medal 
for his reaction to the situation.”

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Rampisham Down solar farm decision referred 


AN APPLICATION to build a large solar farm on 
a unique environmental site near Bridport has 
been referred to central government following a 
long battle between West Dorset District Council 
and local campaigners. 

The Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government, Greg Clark MP, will now make 
the final decision on whether planning permis¬ 
sion should be granted for the controversial solar 
farm development at Rampisham Down. 

The matter was 'called in' last week, with the 
government department poised to launch a 
public inquiry into the matter. 

More than 10,500 letters were sent to the min¬ 
ister formerly in the post, Sir Eric Pickles MP, from 
wildlife campaigners and conservationists call¬ 
ing for urgent action against the proposals, after 
the district council gave the green light earlier 
this year.

The plans, put forward by British Solar Renew¬ 
ables, would see a 24-megawatt solar farm cre¬ 
ated at Rampisham Down - a site designated as 
of special scientific interest. 

But the argument will now be settled by Mr 
Clark's department, after WDDC planning offi¬ 
cers were instructed not to grant planning per¬ 
mission without special authorisation. 

A spokesman for the Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government said: "Ministers 
have carefully considered the Rampisham Down 
Solar Farm planning application in Dorset and 
have decided to call it in to be decided by central 
government. 


"[Calling in of planning cases] is reserved for a 
small number of cases of more local significance 
and will allow ministers to consider issues includ¬ 
ing tackling climate change and conserving the 
natural environment." 

After months of campaigning against the ap¬ 
plication, the Dorset Wildlife Trust says it is "de¬ 
lighted" by the decision. 

Dr Simon Cripps, Dorset Wildlife Trust's chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: "Together with the help of con¬ 
cerned partners like the Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds and the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, we have raised serious 
concerns that undermining the designation of a 
site of special scientific interest is not only harm¬ 
ful for Rampisham Down but also sets a wor¬ 
rying precedent for the protection of similar 
sites. 

"In the case of Rampisham, there is an alterna- 


Man left with multiple injuries after attack 


A MAN from Bridport has 
been left with a broken 
collar bone and fractures to 
his face after an alleged as¬ 
sault in Skilling at the week¬ 
end. 

The victim, a 46-year-old 
man who has not been 
named, was rushed to hos¬ 
pital in Dorchester follow¬ 


ing the incident late on Sat¬ 
urday night (July 4th). 

Detectives investigating 
the allegedly “serious” at¬ 
tack have arrested a 30- 
year-old man, also from the 
Bridport area, on suspicion 
of causing grievous bodily 
harm. 

He has since been released 


on police bail until Septem¬ 
ber. 

Officers were called to the 
scene at around 11.30pm on 
Saturday, where the victim 
was discovered with in¬ 
juries to his face and upper 
body. 

The force is now urging 
anyone who may have wit¬ 


nessed the incident to 
make contact as soon as 
possible. 

Detective Constable Rhys 
Griffiths, of the Weymouth 
CID, said: “I am particu¬ 
larly keen to hear from any¬ 
one who saw a man acting 
suspiciously in the St 
Mary’s Fields area between 


10.45pm and 11.15pm on 
Saturday evening. All calls 
will be treated in strict con¬ 
fidence.”

Drink drivers are 'not 
getting the message 7 


POLICE have warned that some drivers are still “not get¬ 
ting the message” about the dangers of drinking and driv¬ 
ing, following the force’s summer campaign. 

A total of 34 people were charged with a drink or drug 
driving offence in June, as officers targeted reckless mo¬ 
torists across the county. 

Drivers aged between 19 and 78 were caught out in the 
campaign, which sought to shame offenders by releasing 
their names and court appearance details. 

Every driver involved in a collision was breath-tested 
- irrespective of whether they were suspected of drink¬ 
driving - in the latest effort to stamp out the problem. 


Police also carried out increased traffic patrols and road¬ 
side checks. 

Senior officers say the full force of the law will come 
down hard on drink drivers - but they fear the message 
is still not reaching some offenders. 

“Every summer Dorset Police runs a summer drink and 
drug drive campaign in a bid to remind everyone that it 
will simply not be tolerated,” said Inspector Matt Butler, 
from the force’s traffic unit. 

“Unfortunately there are still some drivers in Dorset 
who are not getting the message that drinking and driv¬ 
ing is dangerous and is simply not worth the risk.” 


Tractor driver in 20ft ditch fall 


EMERGENCY teams rescued a 
man who fell around 20 feet 
down a ditch after his tractor 
overturned. 

It is understood the man be¬ 
came trapped in the ditch, in 
South Bowood, late on Monday 
evening, when his tractor rolled 
over onto its side and threw him 
into a gully. 

He was eventually hauled to 
safety and passed into the care of 
ambulance personnel before 
being taken to hospital for further 
treatment. 

The emergency services were 
on the scene at around 10.30pm, 
with specialist teams arriving 
from Weymouth to assist with the 
rescue operation. 

Retained fire service crews from 


Bridport and Beaminster were 
also called during the course of 
the evening. 

A spokesman for the Dorset Fire 
and Rescue service said the trac¬ 
tor had rolled for around 25 me¬ 
tres before finally coming to a 
standstill at the bottom of a field 
with a steep gradient. 

Crews made the area safe be¬ 
fore using specialist equipment to 
pull the man to safety on a basket 
stretcher. 

He was then taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Dorset County Hospital 
and treated for injuries to his 
head, neck and back. 

An investigation is under way to 
determine what caused the inci¬ 
dent. 

It is understood that govern¬ 


ment watchdog the Health and 
Safety Executive will also be look¬ 
ing into the case.

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Pet threat to historic museum

THE last remnants of 
Bridport’s sixteenth- 
century museum are at 
risk of being worn 
away by dogs urinating 
on the walls. 

Volunteers are urging 
pet-owners to make 
sure their pooches are 
kept clear of the en¬ 
trance, where the his¬ 
toric structure is being 
slowly eroded. 

The fa 9 ade is all that 
remains from the origi¬ 
nal building after a fire 
at the premises in 1876. 

But the museum’s 
centuries-old walls are 
now facing an alto¬ 
gether different threat. 

It is thought that dogs 
urinating on the front 
porch are causing the 
sedimentary ‘oolite’ 
stone - the same rock 
that forms the cliffs at 
West Bay - to break up. 

Museum curator 
Emily Hicks said: “For 
some time now we 
have been finding that 
dogs enjoy marking 
their territory at the 
front porch of the mu-

seum. 

“Whilst we like dogs, 
it is frustrating for a 
number of reasons. 
Firstly, because of the 
age and importance of 
the building - the front 
is 16th century and one 
of the oldest in the 
town. 

“It is Grade II* listed, 
which means it ranks 
among the top eight 
per cent of historical 
buildings in the coun¬ 
try.” 

Ms Hicks said some 
of the museum’s hard¬ 
working volunteers had 
been out early in the 
morning to wash down 
the walls. 

But she is now urging 
pet owners who exer¬ 
cise their dogs in the 
town centre to mark 
their territory away 


from the museum. 

“We are still progress¬ 
ing with our plans to re¬ 
develop the museum, 
part of which includes 
funding to conserve the 
building for, we hope, 
another 500 years or 
more,” she added. 

“Perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly, it is simply not 
very nice for visitors 
and volunteers. 

“Several volunteers 
have very kindly taken 
it upon themselves to 
wash it down in the 
mornings when they ar¬ 
rive - but this is not 
something I want them 
to have to do. 

“There is a lovely tree 
just opposite the en¬ 
trance, so if dogs could 
be encouraged to utilise 
that spot we would be 
eternally grateful.”

and where. 

"In order to do this we 
need to understand 
how people can access 
services in more cost- 
effective ways and re¬ 
duce the number of 
buildings we use.

CENTENARYTRIBUTE TO LEGENDARY 
JAZZ SINGER BILLIE HOLIDAY 


KNOWN for her definitive interpretations of classic jazz 
standards such as Summertime, Love Me or Leave Me 
and God Bless the Child, Billie Holiday is considered to 
be one of the greatest jazz vocalists of all time. Listen 
to vocalist Julie Dunn and pianist Philip Clouts in a cen¬ 
tenary tribute to Holiday's ongoing legacy at the Brid- 
port Arts Centre Jazz Cafe on Friday, July 17th. 

Born in America in 1915, by 1933 Billie Holiday was 
already singing in Harlem jazz clubs, where she was 
discovered by the producer and talent scout John 
Hammond. Hammond im¬ 
mediately arranged three 
recording sessions for her 
with Benny Goodman and 
found more work for her in 
New York clubs. In 1935, he 
began recording her regu¬ 
larly, usually under the di¬ 
rection of Teddy Wilson, 
with studio bands that in¬ 
cluded many of the finest 
jazz musicians of the day. 

These recordings, made 
between 1935 and 1942, 

constitute a major body of jazz music; many include 
work by saxophonist Lester Young, with whom Holiday 
had particular empathy. The recordings caught the at¬ 
tention of musicians throughout America and soon 
other singers were working in Holiday's light, rhythmic 
manner. 

Popularity with a wider audience came more slowly. 
Holiday joined Count Basie in 1937 and Artie Shaw in 
1938, becoming one of the first black singers to be fea¬ 
tured with a white orchestra. She started to have suc¬ 
cess with slow, melancholy songs of unrequited love, 



particularly Lover Man (1944). By the end of the 1940s, 
she was a popular star, and in 1946 took part in the 
film New Orleans with Louis Armstrong and Kid Ory. 

At the same time as her career was taking off, Holi¬ 
day's private life was deteriorating. She was jailed on 
drug charges in 1947 after a highly publicized trial. 
She compulsively attached herself to men who mis¬ 
treated her, and she began drinking heavily. Her 
health suffered; she lost most of her by then substan¬ 
tial earnings, and her voice coarsened through age 
and mistreatment. Although 
she continued to sing and 
record, and to tour frequently 
until the mid-1950s, it was no 
longer with her former spirit 
and skill. She died in 1959. 

Holiday is often considered 
the foremost female singer in 
jazz history, a view substanti¬ 
ated by her influence on later 
singers. Her voice carried a 
wounded poignancy that was 
part of her attraction for audi¬ 
ences. 

Julie Dunn is the perfect vocalist to pay tribute to 
Billie Holiday. She has released four CDs, playing 
alongside Johnny Dankworth's son Alec, and she has 
toured the country playing in prestigious venues such 
as the Vortex and the 606 Club in London. She has 
garnered widespread acclaim in the press, with Chris 
Parker describing her as "a class act - warm, com¬ 


pelling...impeccable" and Muse Magazine praising 
her as a "soulful jazz songstress who effortlessly sings 
in her distinctively rich and smooth vocal style." 

Julie will be joined by pianist Philip Clouts of whom 
Jazzwise Magazine has said "Clouts'solos have an at¬ 
tractively crisp, bluesy clarity that's punctuated with 
evocative impressionism"

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More than 30,000 road accidents a year 
caused by drivers'failing to look properly' 


THE Institute of Advanced Motorists (1AM) has 
identified that once again 'failure to look 
properly' is the most common contributory 
factor included in over 30,000 vehicle acci¬ 
dents a year, following a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request to the Department forTransport. 

Police can record up to six contributory fac¬ 
tors from a list of 77 for each incident to ex¬ 
plain why they think a crash took place but 
the top two give the most obvious reasons for 
the incident. Analysis of the 2013 contribu¬ 
tory factor combinations shows that top of 
the list was'failure to look properly'combined 
with a 'failure to judge another person's path 
or speed'. These two together were responsi¬ 
ble for 13,299 accidents, or 7% of the total 
number. 

Next up was 'failure to look properly' com¬ 
bined with 'carelessness or recklessness', or 
'judged to be in a hurry'. These totalled 9,132 
accidents, or 5% of the total. 

Third was 'failure to judge another driver's 
path or speed', combined with 'carelessness or 
recklessness', or'judged to be in a hurry'. To¬ 
gether these were judged to be a causation 


factor in 4,339 accidents, or 2% of the total. 

This combination of reasons showed an in¬ 
crease from 2010 of 363, where there were 
8,638 accidents caused by these two together. 

Other reasons to emerge from the data 
were more than 3,000 accidents caused by 
'slippery roads due to weather conditions' 
combined with 'loss of vehicle control' (num¬ 
ber seven on the list) and 1,470 accidents 
caused by'excessive speed'combined with' 
losing control of the vehicle'(number 17). 

Failure to look appears twice more in the 
top 20 with 'aggressive driving' combined 
with 'carelessness or recklessness', or'judged 
to be in a hurry'bottom of the list. These were 
the cause of 1,418 accidents. 

The top 20 combinations of reasons totalled 
some 200,074 accidents. The full table can be

Sarah Sillars, 1AM chief executive officer, 
said: "These figures show conclusively that 
simple human errors continue to cause the 
majority of accidents. Drivers cannot blame 
something or someone else for a collision 
happening, it is down to every one of us to 


make a difference. 

"We feel that many people eventually get 
complacent behind the wheel and inatten¬ 
tion creeps in. Combine this with fatigue and 
distractions, inside and outside the vehicle 
and the message is clear that drivers must 
apply their full attention to driving - you sim¬ 
ply cannot do two things at once if one of 
them is driving. 

"We have consistently advocated that con¬ 
tinuous assessment is one of the main ways 
to ensure no driver gets into bad behaviours 
that cannot then be rectified." 

Two weeks ago the Department forTrans¬ 
port (DfT) published the latest accident sta¬ 
tistics for Britain which showed overall 
casualties have risen for the first time in 18 
years. 

The figures show there were 1,775 reported 
road deaths in 2014, an increase of 4% com¬ 
pared with 2013. The number of those killed 
or seriously injured in Britain increased by 5% 
to 24,582. There were a total of 194,477 casu¬ 
alties of all severities, an increase of 6% - the 
first increase in overall casualties since 1997.
